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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC ^ 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming 
the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1: rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second parasniph 
Claim is rejected under 35 U.S.C, 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. These claims are vague and indefinite. For example, in line 10, there is no proper 
antecedent basis for the term "its edge". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by JP '437 (JP 2001- 
165437). 
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JP '437 shows a lighter housing having a gas container (12), a combustion device (not 
referenced) the gas container, and an igniter for igniting (not referenced) the combustion device 
and further including includes an upper cover (1) and a case (2), wherein the upper cover 
includes a protuberance (3a) forming a small hole (3c) therein. A connector (3b) is disposed 
below the protuberance of said upper cover for connecting the upper cover and the case. JP '437 
shows (not referenced) the connector including a recess portion (i.e. - the space between the 
upwardly directed hinge leaves) coupling with, via the hinge pin, the protuberance and having 
transverse holes on both sides of the recess portion. A bolt/pin connects the protuberance and the 
recess portion. The case has at an upper edge port a longitudinal groove (6) connected to the 
connector and having an opening (7) at the edge port of the groove to couple with the 
protuberance of the upper cover.
